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DETAILED ACTION 
Status of the Application 

Receipt of the Information Disclosure Statement (IDS), the Specification, Claims 
and Abstract, the Corrected Filing Receipt and the Declaration with Power of Attorney, 
all filed 04/30/01 is acknowledged. 

Claims 1-17 are pending. Claims 1-17 are subject to an Election/Restriction 
requirement. 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-15, drawn to a granular delivery system comprising a flavor or 
fragrance ingredient, classified in class 424, subclass 400.
